A method and system of arranging advertisements on a network such as th e Intern e t 
e nabl e s a pot e ntial m e dia owner of affiliat e to sell its ad spac e on a network modiato an advortise 
at a discr e tion of th e affiliat e simply by accepting advertis e r's conditions for the advortisomont 
for a potential media owner or affiliate to sell ad space on a network media to an advertiser . 
Off e ring th e The advertiser's conditions and the affliate's accptance are made on the network 
through an agent's server. The server provides an invitation page for entry of the advertiser's 
conditions. The invitation page includes a selection box hsting d e fined re s ponses e xpect e d to be 
made by internet users so that the advertis e r can s e lect one or more of the responses to be 
included in the conditions. In addition, th e invitation page includes a cost per respons e e ntry to 
be entered by the advertisers for each re s pons e sel e cted. . The conditions are disclosed to the 
affiliate on the network. When the afflicate accept the conditions on the network, the agent's 
server resoponds to make an advertisement contract, and allocates an advertiser's web site to the 
ad space of the network media. The number of the responses made to the advertisement is 
counted at the agent's server^ which delivers statistical data of the counted responses on the 
network to the advertiser and the afflicate for determination of the payment and for evaluation of 
the effectivenes of the advertisement. 
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
